Prof. William L Thomas, and Mrs,
R. M. Granger, detained by govern
ment agents after registering on
Thursday at a downtown hotel as "T.
C. Roland and wife, Gary, InL, was
in the hands of city authorities today,
federal officials announced. They
were released on their own recogniz
ance. What action the city author!
ties would take, if any, had not been
indicated today.

Mrs. Granger, 24 years old, mother
of a three year old child, and wife of
an army omcer lignung witn tne
American forces in France, spent last
night at the siuthside home of the
University of Chicago nrofeasor of
sociology. She was there by invitation
ot tne proiessors wire who is Known
nationally as a pacifist and an advo
cate of woman suffrage. Mrs. Thomas
met Mrs, ti ranger downtown by ap--

late pointment

She Blames Her Hnsband.
"I am terribly, terribly sorry for
